Het Kastor Sample 


One of the major results to be cxpected from this survey is a ficld test 
of the usefulmess of the Master Sumple for sumple cnumerations., It is planned 
now that as part. of the 1945: Census of Agriculturc, supplemental schedules 
are to be, taken.from the fanns located within the Master Sample areas. All 
farms within those areas are to be identified on the schedules so that these 
farms may be used as a sample in order to provide certain tabulations more 
rapidly than would be possible without sampling and also to provide a basis 
for certain.additional tabulations and cross—tabulations which may be desired. 
This will be the first ficld’test under similar conditions. for the Master 
Sample in:all parts of the country. It should provide uscful information not 
only for the- 1945 Census of Agriculture but for sample enumera tions which may 


be developed by the Bak.
